| into Connaught and Clare, accordingly, at oꝛ befozethe firſt day of March next entuing and that luch as 
wilfully refuſe oꝛ neglect ſo to do, thould incur the penalties Declared in and by ſeveral Acts, ©2ders, Jnftructions and 
Declarations , in that behalt, moze particularlie in that of the zo of Noremb-<: above mentioned. The Loꝛd Deputie and 
Council taking into their ſerious conũderation the immoderate and unuſual fall of Raine at this ſeaſon of the year, and 
how much the deepnels of the wates and weakneſs of Cattle occaſioned thereby may make their journies moze difficult 
and hazardous eſpecially to theirweives and young Childꝛen with their bzeeding, and weak Cattle: Therefoze that all 
Perſons concerned may know that (as it yath yitherto been upon the hearts of thoſe in Authozitte over them, (as hath 
been exp2elled in their pꝛoceedings towards them in this matter to exerciſe all tendernels therein that is conſiſtent with the 
carrying on the wozk, and withall to leave ſuch as ſhall after all be diſobedient and refractozte thereunto without excuſe) 
They do Declare that the Perſons Tranſplancable as abovetaid, and not diſpenſed with as in and by the laid Declarati- 
on of the 30 November is held fozth, do Tranſplant themſelves befoze the x day of March next enſuing, into the Pꝛovince 
of Connaught and County of © lare (accozding to fozmer Declarations and addrels themſelves / to ſuch as are 
there impowred fo2 that purpoſe ) to take out their reſpective Allignments of Lands , and proceed to Build and 
ſettle themſelves there, and make P2obiſion foz their Families reſpectively; And it is further O2dered that ſuch Per- 
ſons ſo Tranlplanting themſelves as aboveſaid, their wives, Childzen, and neceſſary Servants with their Cattle, oz 
ſuch Perſons lo Tranlplanting reſpectively wall be permitted to continue at their pzeſent dwellings and holdings foz ſuch 
time as the Commander in chief, with two Jufices of the Peace of each Pzecinct, chall think fit to give licence foz 
under their hands and Deals reſpectively. P2ovided , the ſaid Perſons themtelves ſo to Tranſplant as afozeſaid, do 
pꝛocure a certificate under the Hands # Seals of two 02 moze ofthe Commiſſioners in Connaught (appointedto ſet out their 
Land in Connaught and County of clare) That ſuch Perſons have perſonally appeared befoze them there, & are preparing. 
fo: their Families in Connaught oz County of Clare, foz want of which Certificates aboveſaid, their Dives, Childzen # Der- 
vants remaining in the Pꝛovinces of Leinſter, Munſter, & Ulſter, after the laſt day of March now next enfuing are hereby Des 
clared to be out of Pꝛotection and to incur the Penalties mentioned in the aboveſard Declarations. | 
Pꝛovided alſo that not any licence given by the Commander in chief, and two Juſtices ofthe Peace as afozeſaid, to any 


of the Wives, Childzen, Servants oz Cattle belonging to any fuch Perſons , ſhall extend fox longer time then the 
20 of May nett at furtheſt, but are to be limited foꝛ leſs 02 moze time within that ſpace as they in their judgments; conſider- 
ing the ſeveral conditions of the Perſons ſo to be licenced reſpectively ) ſhall think fit.
